All business had shut down for 
the day; those firms selling the 
necessities of life opened in late 
afternoon, 

Special religious services were 
held from Friday, shortly after 
the first news of the President's 
death was received, through Mon- 
day. 

Thus did Andover - each person 
in his own way - join in mourning 
the passing of the 35th President 
of the United States, 

Depressing Weekend 

To many, the weekend just past 
was the most depressing in 
memory. 

To the personal loss, felt by 
thousands, was added the low, grey 
skies of Saturday and, finally, the 
rain.

President Kennedy, whose life

His popularity was, such that, 
in the 1958 Senatorial election, 
he swept every precinct in the 
town. 

The Townsman story of that 
election read, in part, “‘U, S,. 
Senator John F, Kennedy single- 
handedly reversed a tradition as 
old as the town itself, when he 
carried every precinct inthe com- 
munity in Tuesday’s election, Old- 
time political leaders claim it has 
never been done before, even in 
the heyday of such popular Demo- 
cratic campaigners as President 
Franklin D, Roosevelt and David 
I, Walsh’’, 

Although the town's historical 
Republican leanings returned in 
the 1960 presidential election, 
President Kennedy came closer to 
carrying the town than had any 
other Democratic candidate in the 
community’s history.

Are We Thankful? 


The national holiday we will observe tomorrow — 
Thanksgiving Day — is more than a day of feasting and 
football. 

It is a Day set aside to give thanks for the many bless- 
ings we enjoy, individually and as a nation. 

In this particularly troubled time, we suggest that our 
prayerful thoughts be turned toward our national govern- 
ment, that President Johnson may be given the strength 
and wisdom to carry on the government; and that in addi- 
tion to our own thanksgiving, we ask the Lord’s blessing 
on the family of John F. Kennedy, and of Dallas Patrol- 
man J. D. Tippitt, in their grief. 


Pertinent Questions 


The Board of Trade newsletter, published earlier this 
month, quotes liberally from Townsman editorials, and 
letters to the editor by Henry Wolfson, concerning ‘*need’’ 
for industrial development. 

The quotations set the stage for a statement by the 
Board which hits the nail on the head: 

“The words ‘‘need’’ and ‘‘want’’ are synonyms, but 
their meaning in terms of industrial development activities 
are quite different. For example, to the management of an 
industrial firm asking a new location, the word ‘‘need”’ 
may mean caution . . . industry is needed to finance new 
facilities. The word ‘‘want’’, on the other hand, might 
mean to this same management team that their plant is 
welcome to share the community’s facilities in order to 
give that community balanced growth. . . that the town 

) was willing to share to get what it wanted (and needed). 
This play on words is made to stress that attitude can 
spell the success or failure of a community to attract new 
industries.”’ 

The newsletter goes on to ask ‘‘What is Andover’s 
attitude towards industrial development? There has been 
a great deal of talk of need, but very little action to show 
want,’”’ 

Indeed, it appears that the Board of Trade asks some 
pertinent questions, to which we, at least, have been 
unable to get specific and satisfying answers.

Pruning, cabling and bracing 
now will alleviate or avert break- 
age, shattering and splitting of 
trees during winter storms, says 
Dr, Edward J. Duda, Storm- 
proofing is more economical than 
repair after damage is done, 

Pruning has been made more 
essential by this year’s long 
drought, Dead aad dying limbs caa 
be found in countless drought- 
Stricken trees, Autumn winds al- 
ready have brought down dead and 
dying twigs. Ice, snow and sleet 
storms could tear off big branches 
unless repaired, 

At the same time winterizing 
pruning will eliminate closely 
crowded branches and those that

Receives 2.79% 
Of Federal Aid 


Federal grant-in-aid programs 
to state and local governments, 
private institutions and individuals 
in fiscal year 1962, topped $10 
billion, a $6 billion increase since 
1953. This means that roughly one- 
tenth of the total federal taxes 
collected in that year was returned 
directly to our local areas through 
some 110 grant-in-aid programs, 
according to Senator Leverett 
Saltonstall’s office. 

How much did this - our 
ow! money - cost us? Of the total 
1962 Federal tax collections of 
$93.1 billion, Massachusetts paid 
in over $2.6 billion - 2.86% of the 
total, Of the $10 billion grant- 
in-aid funds for that year, we 
received over $289 million or 
2.79%. Thus on the average, Mas- 
sachusetts received roughly the 
same percentage of returnof funds 
from these programs as we sent 
to the Treasury in tax revenues, 

Federal aid has become amajor 
factor in recent years in financing 
a large number of our state and 
local government functions, This 
grant system dates back to the 
Morrill Act in 1862 which estab- 
lished the land grant colleges and 
instituted certain federally re- 
quired minimum standards similar 
to the present grants-in-aid, 
Federal aid was later extended 
to agriculture, highways, voca- 
tional rehabilitation, forestry, and 
public health, to name a few, In
